Dauid ſo lamentablie bewayled, bur ſeeing into what 
tormentsa ſoule ſo impiouſly aduſterous, ſo vnnatu« 
rally trayterous and parricidious, eſpecially ſo cut 
off bythe hand of God, ſhould now in all likely- 
hoods be plunged.
